New York, Nov. fi.—Restriction of
immigration was urged as ‘“the first
great problem that confronis the Amer
lcan poople” by Rev, D. A. McArthur,
of the Calvary Baptist church, in Lis
Thankegiving day sefmon.

“In (hé last Gscal yeur,” said Dr, M-
Arthur, “nearly one million forelgners
have come to our shores. ‘Ihe Niiter-
acy that they brought s astonishingly
great. and (he viclous tendency covres-
gonds to the fliiteragy. Chey are for
the mokt part from counties whose peo-
gle gre nor ondlly Saimliated oAmer-
ican ldeas and ideals.

“Renator Lodge's bill would exclude
a great number of these lmorunt for-
elgners and this bill, or some other like
1L, must be passed or our most cherish-
&d Instutions will be endangered, if not
desttoyed. Our nalgmliwation laws are
lnose enough in themselves,” asseried
{he speaker, “and even those laws are
